Insects and the World's Cotton. 


A Talk Broadcast from London by Professor H. M. Lefroy, F.Z.S. 


TPHIS is a talk about insects really 
capecially about the way insects are 

soing to decide for us, one of our most important 
‘questions —wehat we are all to wear. Most 
the people of the world wear cotton 
particularly in cold climates, wear wool, a few 
wear silk, n lot wear artifical silk and very few 
wear linen —which is flax. Bat by far the 
Cheapest, simplest and most generally use 
Tas beet cotton, 

Cotton is produced us a friray coutin 

ie seed of the cotton plant. Nature mado the 
stton plant to produce seeds inn frnit called 
the ball” So that when the seeds were ripe 
ach seed had round ia white eloud of fibre 
‘which We: eall “cotton wool,” whereby the 
wind could carry the seed away from the plant 

fresh soil, But -man grows cotton: t 
the fibre, which he: remover from the 
and spins, making therefrom a continuous 
thread’ which he ean weave into cloth. So 
from the cotton wool round the seed of the 
cotton plant comes the cotton of man's soe 
fand the elothes that the majority of peopl 
‘on, this earthy wear. 

Now, we are oll taught that Man is tho 
dominant creation of this earth; and we all 

ow how important to ue all are our clothes.

Some cottons have a fibre 
s0 short that it will not make fine thread, 
‘All cottons really separate into two groups 
the cottons over an inch long, which they use 
in America and Lancashire for making fine 
loth, and the shorter cottons less than an 
inch Tong, which are spun and woven. abroad 
{nto coarse cloths or are mixed, with other 
fibres. Mostly, the world wants and uses long 
cotton, and noarly all this comes from America, 
‘America is the largest cotton-producing country 
in the world, and cotton is tho main exup over 
the whole of the Southern States auch a8 Texas, 
Louisiana, Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, This 
cotton is’ sll long cotton, and the Latieashire 
milla depend wlnost entitely’ on its production 
for their manufactured goods.

Another Little Terror. 
‘The grub destroys the soede and slko the 
developing cotton, When the holl opens, instesd 
bf those being a large, fluffy: mass of 
there ie only a mass of lack aid eaten se 
nothing that can be picked and med, S0 
the cotton grower has to plough his land, sow 
his seed, eop. the land. weeded, look after 
the erep, pay his rates, tithes, taxes, labour 
cee., to find, when his crop is picked, that the 
boll weevil hus taken off a luge proportion of 
it. Thin proportion has now Tecome to hig that 
the farmers in America will not grow cotton. 
‘The hall weevil literally takes up to. one-third 
‘of the crop, while the grower still haa all the 
expenses of growing the full crop. The prv 
‘duotion of cotton in America this year is about 
12 million bales, but it hee become # serious 
consideration whether the American. grower 
will continne under these tircumstances. 

Besider America, cotton is also grown in 
(China, Egypt, Indis, Russia and other countries, 
to a total of tome seven to eight million bles 

they increase that sniount an additional 
12 million bales to make up for America ? 
‘They cmnnot. For ia practically all parts of 
the world is another insect as voracious as the 
boll weevil of America. This is known = the 
pink boll worm: it iso eaterpillar hatchix 
from an egg'laid by a moth on the boll. The 
caterpillar, like the boll weevil, aléo eats the 
feed of the boll, destaoys the fibre and preves 
the cotton being formed,

Arsenic No Solution. 
In America they have founil one way of 
oisbning the boll weevil with arsenic. It rejiires 
lbs. of this to poison one acre of catton plants: 
it coats from forty to fifty shillings en acre 
to do this but there are 36,000,000 acres of 
cotton in ‘Amerioa, so that 080,000,001}, 
(over 500,000 tons) of arsenic preparation would 
be required. But it only. pays at present to 
apply this method on one-fifth of the acrea 
as thero is not enough arsenio produced in the 
world to eouble them to buy it cheap enough 
{to apply all over, So that this is no solution 
‘of the problem, ‘Tho next ten years will how

By Brigadier-General the HON. C. G. BRUCE, C.B. 


rigadier-General Bruce is one of the most intrepid of living mountaineers, and last year he commanded an expedition 


for the purpose of attempting to climb Mount Everett, the, highest mountain in the world.

HERE have now been two expeditions to 

explore and attempt to climb Mount 
Bverest, and we are now preparing a further

‘We, asa nation, have, inxpite of many gallant 
attompte, failed to be the fit to reach the 
North and South Poles. 

Mount Everent stands, aa it were, between 
the twoa grand trio—and may be looked 
upon as the moat romantic of the three great 
points of interest, 

‘To begin sith, it lios on the borders of the 
Kingdlom of Nepal and the territory of Thibet: 
‘and has been, until the present time, quite as 
Aiffialt of access as the North and South Poles

1922 on June 7th the couthern slopes of the 
Himalaya showed an excess of ton inches of 
nfall, the record this year, on the eano date, 
showed a deficit of twelve inches, ‘This would 
‘mean that if we had had the luck to be attempt- 
ing Everest iu the present year, we abould have 
hhad two to three weeks moro time in which to 
carry out our attack.

shroud the whole of the mountains themselv 
fn an immense cloak of cloud for at least three 
of the summer months, 

All attempts oh Mount Everest must be 
cartied out hefore the break of the monsoon 
with its soft and damp winds. 

‘Tho prevailing wind in Thibet ie a cold and 
extraordinarily dry western wind, and while 
this laste the mountain remains hard and 
frozen, and, with tho exception of the intense 
cold, in a comparatively safe condition. 

‘When the warm winds conquer the dry west 
winds everything changes, and a condition is 
‘et up which cam be quite well likened to the 
“Rohn” wind which blows in the Alps in the 


the quite unprecedented altitude of 
‘only fifteen feet lees than 27,000 feet. 

‘They suffered terribly, ax was natural, from 
fatiguo and exposure, and, with the exception 
of Dr. Somervell, all’ in greater or lees degree 
from frostbite, especially on their descent, when 
they encountered a bitterly cold and severe 
wind. 

"The second ascent, which nsed 
apparatus, reached a still sweater height of 
27,225 feet, anil no doubt would have attained 
‘till greater altitude if it had not been for the 
fact that they were weather-bound for two whole 
nights in their eamp at tho astounding height 
‘of 25,000 feet, by a perfect hurricane of ey 
winds.
